© Wo were storming. sloug off Point Suntiago 
whon I first notived the formation of the water 
spout, ‘Ata distance, apparently about twenty 
miles, I saw a large, black cloud hanging low 
aguinst the horizou. Presently o transparent, 
glistening mass be gan to form between the cloud 
and thé sea, ‘The soiting sum first sont its rays 
through the mist. But gradually the mass 
darkened until it was of equal blackness with 
tho cloud, It was unlike any water-spout I ever 
saw. Instéad of naguming 9 conical shape it 
rapidly bucame cylindrical and goon stood like a 
huge cylindor, like burnished black metal in the 
rays of tho disappearing snv.

account, She ran on 9 reef off the coast of 
Ambos Camarinos sume time during’ the 
fourth ot July und she now lies. opposite the 
pueblo of Mauban with saveral largo holes 
in her bottom, . Three of the bow compartmunts 
are filled’ with’ water, and while there is no 
danger of hor sinking, it will be necessary for 
the vessel to be ‘convoyed back to Mauils, and 
possibly towed with the axsistance of her, owa 
steam, "The transport is bow-low in the water, 

Reports ax to how the accident occurred are 
as yet meagre but enough. is known to warrant 
the statement that the transport must be 
broaght to Hongkong and repaired here in tho 
dry-docks before she can mako her trip to, Now 
York.

It js of interest to note, says the 
Journal, that all three ships’ have had. their 
baptism of fire, haviog been engagedin the war 
with China. They beoamé prominent as great 
fighters. The Matsushima wos engeged 
as flagship af the battle of Yalu, aod tho 
Ttaukushima was alae in that battle. The 
former loat about 40 mon from a shell from the 
Chinese warship Ping Yuen, while a. lot 
more sensation was provided throughout. 
the fight, Au outbreak ‘of firo occurred on 
board, and one of the guns had to be thrown 
into the sea. ‘The marines, however, fought the 
fire, and prevonted it reaching the magaziner, 
thos eaving ihe ship and all bunds from certain 
destruction, ‘Lhe Ieuhkushdne was hit by throe 
shells, receiving a lotef damage, The Hashidate 
was aftorwarda made flagship for Admiral Ito, 
but this veasel escaped without injary. 

The Iterkushima and Matushima were built 
at La Seyne, in France, and the Hashkidate in 
Japan, the three véssels being launched between 
1889 and 181.

. OHINA’S CURRENCY. 
a 
ak ROMER HART'S SU GU ISTION. 


‘The N.-C, Daily Newe publishes the following 
special translation of memorial containing 
sugmostions concerning an uniform currency, 
presented to the Waiwupu: by Six Robort 
Hart,’ Lospéotor-Genoral. of Imperial Mari- 
time Customs :— 


1. Whilo tho varions countries of the world 


‘| possess a gold standued, China at the present 


doy is still without it and yet continues the 
uso of silver money. It is not becango other 
countries huvé uo silver money, but since guld 
begun {o hove. a steady yalny regulations ware 
mado foro fixed ratio between gold aud silver, 
Chiou not only has no gold currehoy, but her 
silver monoy even kas no uniform weight or 
appearancy, nor hag shea fixed ratio of exchange 
between ‘the {wo motala, so. that whenever 
thore is peod for gold it must bo obtained 
at market rates.’ For this reason people in 
China labour uoder the difficulty of flactauting 
rates of oxchange at variong hours of the doy. 
Moreover the silver-dollars in age are limited 
in number, the balance of the curreacy being: 
largely made up of silver, ingots aud lumps. 
Theso Lumps und ingots of silver aré merely so 
mach silver in the mass, aad in tho barter for 
goods aro much inforior to the silver dollar. 
During the pant twenty to thirty years the 
output of silver-mines has boen oxcasdingly 
great and much more than is needed for 


use by the varions countries of the world, und” 


it ia inercasiag from yenr to yoar so that 
silver hes become cheapsr and cheaper nad the 
purchase price as compared with gold gradually 
Jess'and less, Hence it would be much wiser 
for China to maintains gold standard instend of 
a silver ono -as at present since silver has 
dropped down to such a dogres and’ moreover 
poxsesses no certain or uniform exchange, 
oven within ‘the limits of a single day. The 
hundreds of trades are all disastrously affected 
by the present state of the currency while 
the Government having to pay its foroign 
debts in gold, beth couatry and people 
gre being plunged into the depths of Haancial 
distress. The conditions pictured in the 
foregoing therefore compel one to seek some 
plan whereby they may be ameliorated, und Ho 
moke it that China, while sti lusiag 9 silver cur- 
rency, shall so fix'an uniform exchanye betweeu 
silver avd gold that there may be oo danger 
of uncertain flactuatious, With this object in 
view E now proéeed with my suzgestions, 


2. Ié the Chinese Government possessed o 
large quantity of gold this metal might be 
struck into gold coins and then a Axed exchange 
could be decided in their relation to silver 
money, , This naturally would be an easy mattor 
to put. into force. But when we have no gold 


cand only use a silver and copper currency, ‘it 


becomes incumbent upon us to ‘decide upou 
vome method to bring about u tixed ratio of 
exvhungo between gold and silver. Lf it could 
be possible to du this by. making only, slight 
chauges in the old mothods of exchango, 60 much 
the better, ax it woull obviate the necossity of 
making the people saffer on both accounts. 
‘When thero ia no gold und yet it is determined 
to maintain a fixed ratio of exchange between 
gold and silver, it is necessary to create a silver 
currency of an uniform weight and fineness, and 
in quantities eufficiont to meot the needs of the 
whole empire, T'o do thisa Mint to strike theso 
coing is of paramount importance and indispens- 
able. ‘The Ceutral Government must establish 
a special Mint of its own which shall strike aly 
the coins needed sccording to fixed rezulatiou 
aud po branch mints must be permitted to be 
established elsewhere. As forthe proposal 
toxtart» Government Bauk, while thoro are, of 
course, certain benefits and adrantages obtuin- 
ablo from such an institution, as.a watter of 
fact such a Bonk can have little to do with 
the making of a fixed ratio in. the exchango 
of gold and silver. 


3%. If it be decided to coin money to supply 
the currency ueeded for the whole empire it 
would be adyjgsble to continue to retain 
the terms and weights of ‘tael,” “ mace,” 
“ candureon "and “H" (Liang, Chien, Fin, 
Li) aa the people are accustomed to their uve. 


But in minting the uniform carrency jit vill 


be necemary that it should not only be 
aceopted at ao fixed valne throughout the 
Empire, but be also recognised and accepted at 
a fixed value in exchange for gold in the other 
countries of the world. ‘Chis must be the main 
object in view and is of greater importance than 
that of being the accepted currency in our own 


Empire, Hence the *tael’” must be made of | 


such a weight as to correspand in value to 
a certain amount of silver, which shonld be 
devidell afterwards, with the cbj-ct ‘of making 
it a recognised coin in other countries. It 
hex been recommended by certain persovs 
that in coiping the new currency - the 
American dollar shouid be made the stundard, 
because the American dollar has already o 
recognised and fixed valno in’ relation to 
gold in other countries, Others sgoin 
have ulso recommonded that the new silver cur- 
rency be made each into a piece of coin one 
Kuping. tec! in, weight, because the present 
market rate of gold exchange is eight Kuping 
taola for tl gold, Eitber of the sbove engges- 
tions ia feasible, aud in making the new currency 
it shonld be mado into four kinds, namely, one- 
tael, five-mace, two-mace-and-a-half andone-mace 
ving. “Besides these silver coins there should 
pe algo strack two kinds of ‘copper money 
nuinaly ten-cash pieces and one-cash pieces (10 
casi=sone fer; one cash--one 2’). After, the 
establishment of the Mint and the striking of 
coins of all kinds, it will thon be time to docide 
when tho new currency ahall be lannehed apon 
the country, Noothor coins shonld be perm itted 
to. circulate in the Empire after thiy. °
